The new program for the state 
oiler farmers tin opjjortunity to use 
more soil-building practices than last 
year . 
Payments for diverting acre­ 
age from genen I soil-depleting crops 
will lie limited to specified counties 
where a large part of the crop land 
I js devoted to soil-depleting crops,

Last year checks were issued in 
the* county totaling $49,760 and with 
amounts to be issued in later checks 
| Hie total for 1936 is e xpected to 
[ reach about $67,000 or $60 OOO 
The 
lowest check issued was for $4 aud 
the largest, for $784. 
The average 
amount paid on each of t he approxi- 
1 mately 700 check., to county farmers 
was about $83. 
Nearly 595 of the 
checks already have been received 
by the co-operating farmers, with 
over IOO yet to be received. 
’Cost of the soil-building practices 
for which payments may be earned 
aim at these goals: 
Improving or establishing pasture 
land; increasing acreage of legume 
hay and productivity of all hay 
lands; reforesting hillsides that are 
eroding and are too poor to continue 
to farm; improving farm woodlands, 
and improving soil-conserving crops ; 
in orchards and vineyards. 
Counties w h ere general diversion 1 
payments may tx* earned are Adams. 
Lancaster, Chester, Berks, Lebanon,; 
York, Cumberland, Delaware and 
Franklin. 
In these counties payments may 
tx* earned for shifting up to 15 jx*r 
cent of a farm ’s general soil deplet­ 
ing base acreage out of soil-depleting 
crops. Such payments will be made 
only on the number of acres equaled 
by un increase in the soil-comerv- j 
lug acreage on the farm. The pay- ‘ 
ments will be made on a per-acre j 
basis, and will vary with the pro- j 
ductivity of farms. 
The national j 
average will be $9 an aer**, os com- ' 
pared with a $10 average last year. ; 
Only farms with substantial bas** j 
acreages of general soil-depleting j 
crops will be eligible to earn general j 
diversion payments.
